PROBLEM OF SLAVERY 


The question of slavery is 
another problem Fuks dwells 
on.

whom 75,000 were adults, and 
the rest children. Of the 
75,000, only 25,000 were em- 
ployed productively in agri- 
culture, mines, and as arti- 
sans, while the rest. were do- 
mestic servants in rich homes. 
These numbers are not exact 
statistics, of course, but they 
suffice to show that slavery 
did not eliminate free labour 


in Athens and was a comple- 
mentary factor in the Athen- 
ian economy, not its basis.
